Amid tho i^i iu rul ilcpi-esaion that exists 
in trade fl«(\rlu'.i> \iotoiiti luis-buiipily 
been exeu;pt Iroui any pi'iTepUbiu 
share. All over tho Unitoil States iind in 
eastern Canada, a perioil of coininoroial 
prosperity has. been followed by a partial 
collapse of many indostries, »nd a dulluoss 
iu all brauchoaof business. Work still goes 
on, but tbo worknion are fewer, for many 
hives of iLHlustvy have bev-n obliged to close 
their iloors bueauso itl a lossi-ued d.jmancl 
or au o^er-suiiply of their produetious. 
Victoria foneerly did not lie iii tlie triiek of 
much of tho world's I'oniuiorcu; only a 
sm.ail part of it was attract d to our port to 
supply tho noed.s of our ijumeiliate jiopula- 
tion and tho scattered iiilialiitants of thu 
mainland. So, as wo did not share in tlio 
pi'osperotts activity of past years, wo are 
spared the siiccoediug depression. Wo 
have no wish to lojoice at oar neighbors' 
reverses, but wo cannot help perceiving 
that while they are suffering more or less 
adversity our [)rosi)oc'ts are of the brightest. 
Tho near completion of the C. P. 11., with 
all the atte'idaul ( uterit.lsos, has stimu- 
h'ted business to an extent novor buforo ex- 
perienced in Victoria. Tho opening of thu 
Northern i'acilie i,'ave the city tho awaken- 
ing it needed, fur over that line have vonio 
visitors fro a all pans of the country, who 
have soon and admired, and in many eases 
hi'vo returned ayam to settle anion^ us. 
The opening of the Canadian I'acilie will 
be foUotved by still greater beueiits to the 
country. Tho railway itself will emi)loy 
many nien both iu the corstruetiou of dif- 
ferent works and iu tho service after all is 
con pleted. Tin- trade with tho east will bo 
greatly iucrertsoil, and many also lay great 
store on tl'o Oriental tr.de, all of which 
will bo of beneiit to Victoria. ISut oiu- ub- 
jeot is to derivu tho greatest ben.'lil possi- 
ble from tho railway, ami to do this we cer- 
tainly should aim to mannfacturo fur tho 
whole of British Oolumbia and tho North- 
west. Wo published in ycsterd.iy's issue 
a letter from a iMcnitreal goiitlonian on 
this subject. Having rocontly visited 
Victoria and hail opportunities for bucoui 
ing acnuauitt'd with its busiiioss intoroats, 
he oxprosses it as his opinion that certain 
goods made liero iu Victoria are more 
suitable for the fanners and minors of tho 
northwest than anything tliat is produced 
iu ^bnltreal, and equal to the inanufao- 
lurea of 8t. i'aul, wliicli city at present 
largely supplies the wants ot Manitoba. 
Our corrospuiiilent, is cmiviiiced that it 
only rocpiires a Utile cajutal, a little 
brains and a deal of pusli lor Victoria to 
seouro tlie western niiirkut. A nd have wo 
not all tho retpiisites? They <nily need 
to bo brouglit into action. lloro is a 
chance for the .solid men of the cuiiimun- 
ity to testify tlieir real intcrnst in tho ad- 
vancement of ilie C'lunlry. This is noi. 
the first time that 7'Ae (.'(i/coi/'.s-nias advo- 
cated the estahlidliinont of new iiiaiuifac 
turoa, but as the lime for the completion 
of tho railway draws near there is an ur;,'- 
ent call for aninu move toward accuni- 
plisliini; the desired result. We do not 
wish Victoria to be merely a port of call, 
butacentroof commerce, and to bo this 
it must concentrate in itself as many ele- 
ments of comiiierc(.' as possible. \Vu must 
inaiuif:icl ure. Thi.:;i! iinlu.itries which 
have already biuMi established hero are 
flourishing ami Ihere is uvory encourage- 
ment to venture in other direutions. Our 
correspondent of yesterday mentions boots 
and shoes, shirts and coarse clothing as 
lines of trndo in which we mixht supply 
the country, tlior-o being the articles 
which came more particularly under his 
notice, but rellection would suggest many 
other lines of goods u Inch the country 
will require and w e, wii h a In I le ontiT 
prise, might produce. Some of our busi 
ness men should make amove. Thotnat- 
ter is well worthy of a eoiiMiiltiitiou auiun^j 
the principal iiuuch.ints to discuss what 
might be done. Dur citizens havo shown 
during the past year that I buy are not 
lackini; in enterprise,, wbicli fact is borne 
witness toby the numerous public and 
private buildings, orectoil and in course of 
erection.

A. niisqiiotcr Etxposcd. 

To THE Editor: — The Standard of the 

11th, l'2th and 13th of this month con- 
tained an article on tlie |uioum;itic sewer- 
age syatem, written ill IS"'). .Mr. r.ald- 
win Latham, one. of llio most euiinent of 
engineers and strongest advociilos of tho 
water-carriage syatoni, is here by infer- 
once represented (or rather niisrepre- 
.'?euted)aa an opponent of that system. I 
will insert horetifter tho quotation from 
Mr. Litluinra works, as reported in tho 
Standard, and call it iS'o. 1, and thence 
following I will copy INlr. Latham's own 
words, and call it No. L': 

No.l. — Mr. Baldwin Latham, one of 
tho moat widely known authorities cm 
sanitary engineering in Britain, speaks us 
follows about "traps:" "All 'traps' nro 
now formed eitlicr on i.lie water-trap or 
the Cidvo-trap principle, or a cnmbiuatiiui 
of the two. AW water traps are liriblo t.. 
becmne untrapped, by running full b ire 
and acting as a syiibon priip.jr, tiie in- 
ducod current croatea a vacuum belnw the 
'trap,' air follows the flowing water and 
drives or sucks out sufliciont water from 
the trap to leave tho aperture unsealed. 
Anotlier and not uncoiiiinoii cause of tho 
failuro of a trap is t!ie entry of some sub- 
atanco which will act as a syphon, and 
drain every drop of water mil, leaving i< 
unsealed. Tho traps of sinks nru very 
apt to become untrapped, in cousequeuce 
of a thread or two of a dish olotii enter- 
ing -..nd hanging partly in the water of tho 
trap and partly down the drain, wlieii it 
acts as a .syphon and drains the tia|i. 
Valve tr.qis are even imu-o defective slill, 
for it must not bo f.irg.itten that as traps 
are used with the sole iiitentiun of pre- 
venting the back passage of sewer gas 
from our sowers, as water flows down, air 
by tho same moans tlow.", up. 

'Neither is it eli'ective to have several 
successive tra[ig oil one line of pipe, f' r 
111 Ihi.s case thu lower traps will frequein 
ly uutrap the upper ones. Annllu r very 
cuinmnn way by which traps are reiidered 
useless is the accumulation of gas iu tho 
sowers, coii.seipieut on tho stoppage of 
the discharging outlnts, by high w.iter. 
This may occur, in tho casu of a' river, on 
any unusual rise in the water, such as a 
freshet. 

In tho case of tidal waters it ocflbrs 
twice every twonty-four hours. 

In this manner the gas has frequently 

been known to occumnlate to such an ex- 
tent as to cauao a groat jiressiiru in the 
sewer. A small pressure is suilieieut to 
make the gas bubble up tlirougii the water 
on top. 

J.Ir. Latha.-n considers that thu f-nly 
remedy is to "cut oil all direct connuuni- 
cition between our houses and tho 

sewers." 

Cost of inaintciiaiicc is another UMlti-r 
iu which the piioumatic systtun i.s vastly 
ahead of water carriage. I'ur sowers are 
constantly breiiking, bursting or getting 
stopped up, and as for our domestic ar- 
raiigenients it is needless to remind any 
liouackci'iier of the annual expenses .ao.l 
iueoiivenience caused by uece.-s.ny re 
jmirs to tlieir house drainage. 

Tho pneumatic system by its compacd 
iieas, simplicity and separation of ditli- 
culties, obviates all this. 

No. 2. — .A.1I gullies and traps are iiou 
formed either on the water tri|) (O- v ilvo 
trap principle or by a ciMnloiiat ..n 
both these prineil>les. Water '.raps 
usually partake of thu character of an in- 
verted syplioii, and are liable to beconio 
untrapped from running full bore, ami 
acting as a syphon proper, in which case 
the induced current tends to ereato a 
vacuain below the trap; air f.

our towns, for example fire, air and eaitb, 
are of little u.so for removing and diapos- 
iiig of lic|uid filth; whero.ia water and lur 
aru incapable of being applied so as to 
deal ivitli a very large mari.i nf ;u-cumiilal 
ing matter of our town.s, naiiiely, the 
sweepings from stroeta, aahes ami solid 
garbage from houses, all of which aro now 
required to bo removed by manual and

The shaft, 
which is now forty-eight feut deep is solid 
rock, will bo botloiiiod ill another week. 
Then they will have to run a hiindrod 
foot in rock bid'oro they reach the clian- 
nol which will take at least ten weeks.

Again and again the heavy iron hound- 
eil tifty feet into the air, and it was 
onlv when a scdi-c of stout laborers had 
laid hold of the drag-nip'' (at e'l-l of a 
ri!W tunihles) that the gamiidls of onr 
playful monst(!r were brought to an 
end. Ami tlien 'J'i.ssamiier, while 
obliging hand.s folded and jiarlicd tbi- 
balloon, produced a iiole-ho(d< ami his 
map, anil calmly cuinpletcil his record 
of the excursiun," I'liria Xcw.i.
